S I find that your paper is ever open to complaints of 

public grievances, I have troubled you with the fol- 

lowing, which, through your medium, will reach the eye of 
thofe who can grant redrefs, 

When the Legiflature, about two years ago, laid private 
diftilling under more fevere reftriétions than it had fele in for- 
mer times, the obje€t in view was, no doubt, the improve- 
ment of the revenue. The excifemen, as foon “as the law: 
took effeét, bufied themfelves in feizin 
ftills as, being of illegal fize, were in Fach fituation, in other 
refpeéts, as rendered them liable to capture.” ‘This condué, 
though unpopular, gave private diftilling an effe@tual check. 

Laws, however, are often abufed, often perverted, to pur 
pofes totally different from thofe they were intended to an- 
fwer. The excifemen in this, and other northern thires, (how 
it may be in the fouthern I know not) foon became fentible, 
that the breaking down of the ftills put a ftop to the advan- 
tages themfelves reaped by the feizure of fpirits produced by 
thefe tills. And now the practice is, to difcover ag many ftills 
as poflible ; but, inftead of breaking them down, the upper part of 
the body is cut from the lower, the head being left entire: Or, 
they pretend to deftroy thefe utenfils, by piercing two or three 
holes in the head, and as many in the upper part of the body. 
Any man who has ever thought on the fubjeé, is fenfible, that 
tills, treated in either way, can very quickly be rendered fit 
for ufe again; but, before reparation, the - is-gémerally fold 
by the excifeman to one who has occafion: fueh ah. imple- 
ment, often toan agent for him from whom it was taken, and not 
feldom to the former owner himfelf. The buyer holds forth 
to the excifeman, that he is never to apply the material to its 
former purpofe; yer the ftill, as foon as it is purchafed, is car- 
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firable foundation was procured for the eaftern line of the build-

tied to be fet te rights again, Iam informed, that, in fomg 
initances, the excifeman tolerates thofe pe have bought {tills 
from him to ufe them. ’ 

By thefe nas, private diftilling goes on as brifk as former- 
ly, and the excifemao cojoys, as ulual, his game of caiching 
the fpirits on their way to market. He has this additional ad- 
vantage, that, as fe knows where the {till is, he frequentige 
makes profit, by refuming it, and felling it over again to anow-— 
ther ; for che {till having been again put to ufe, there is a good 
plea for a fecond feizure. 

Thus the law is defeated, #hd the honeft laborious fubjes 
of the King have their property {ported away by the excifeme ¢ 
I fay honeft and laborious ; for, in thefe times, when grain is fo 
little in demand, the pofleifors OF it.ave driven by neceflity to 
diftill, in order to convert fome of their grain into money. 
Tue liquor edo that is left, after diftillation, affords to the 
poor man’s cows a very nourifhing draught ; an important point 
now, when fudder is fo fearce. Yer the farmers are vexed ; 
aod for what purpofe ? Not to ferve the revenues for private 
diftilling goes on as falt as ever it did. They are vexed 
merely to gratify the excifemhan’s avarice. They are fo mach 
harafied, that a fober thinking perfon would be apt to imagine 
it was the intention of Government’s fervants to render the 
Government as odious to the people as pothble. And T afle 
thofe who have the management, Whether, in thele times, it be 
prudent to do what may have the fmalleft tendency to ftir up 
difaffe&ion ? ;
